Indian Courts. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., February 16.—In 
connection with the bill to establish a United 
States Courtin the Indian Territory, now 
pending before the Senate committee, that 
the Indians of that territory reg@rd this 
measure with suspicion; that they 
suspect it of being a scheme tending to 
the opening of their country to settlement 
and to deprive them eventually of their lands. 
To remove this fear and at the same time af- 
ford protection to life and property in that 
territory, the chairman of the committee to- 
day proposed to the representatives of 
the Indians that they assent to an extension 
of the United States criminal laws only over 
their territory. This proposition was re- 
ceived with apparent favor, and itis proba- 
bly as syodstitute for a pend- 
ing dill. It will be framed, 
providing punisbment for criminal offenses 
in the Indian Territory, but leaving all the 
civil questions to be settled as now arranged 
among the Indians. 

Vast numbers of petitions, ali upon blanks 
with printed headings prepared for that pur- 
pose, are being received by both houses of 
Congress, praying for legislation to 
regulate interstate commerce and prevent 
extortions and discriminations by common 


carriers. The first paragraph of the petition 
is as follows: That the railwavs of our 
country are public highways built for the 
public benefit and all the people have 
equal, just and reasonable terms without ex- 
tortion and without discrimination.” 
EDUCATION OF THE MASSES, 

Miller, of N. Bes presented to the Senate 
to-day a memorial from the Union league 
club, of N. Y., signed by ex-Secretary Evarts 
as President, in favor of the passage of Sena- 
tor Blaine’s bill to appropriate fifteen 
millions for public education.

| TERRIBLE EXPLOSION. 


Nearly Twenty Persons Hurled 
Into Eternity. 


Twenty More Dangerously and Fatally 
Injured, While Fifty are Se- 
riously Hurt. 


CHESTER, PA., February 17.—About eight 
o’clock this morning an explosion occurred 
at the Pyrotechnic Works of Professor Jack- 
son, in this city. The building was badly 
shattered, took fite and was consumed.

England. 

LONDON, February 17.—In explaining in 
the Commons his recent utterances in regard 
to Home Rule, Gladstone said he held, on 
the question of local govenment, very clear 
and distinct opinions, though it was unlikely 
he would ever be called to take action upon 
them. He considered the decentralization of 
Parliament should be the cardinal rule of 
policy; that local institutions are the source 
of great strength and the only limit to which 
the principle is necessary to them is ade- 
quate provision forthe supremacy of central 
authority. He believed a wise and just way 
of meeting the demand for bringing Irish af- 
fairs more under Irish control is not to re- 
gard it as the first step towards separation, 
but rather to ask the promoters of the change 
to formulate the guarantees they proposed to 
give forthe supremacy of Parliament. He 
had never yet received am adequate and sat- 
isfactory explanation on this point.

WHEREAS, the Legislature of Utah, now 
in session in this city to-day, adopted a con- 
current resolution protesting against the pas- 
sage by Congress ot any bills in disfranchis- 
ing polygamists, but instead thereof praying 
Congress to send a committee to investigate 
the condition of things in Utah, 

Resolved, That said action is merely a poly- 
gamous bluff—a trick to gain time; that ir it 
wins, these very men will claim it as a divine 
interposition in favor of polygamy, and use 
it to excite the masses of the Mormor people 
against the just authority of the national 
government; that the fact that three-fourths 
of this Legislature are themselves practical 
polygamists exposes the condition of 
things in Utah without the intervention of an 
investigating committee; thattheir action in 
this case betrays their fear that the disfran- 
chising of polygamists will break up 
polygamy, and thefore indicates precisely 
what Congress ought to do; that we mst ro- 
spectfully urge Congress not to be deterred

He Would Not Recognize His Mother and 
Sisters—Hanging in Pennsylvania. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

INDIANA, PA., February 17.—James G. 
Allison, the parricide, was hanged here to- 
day for themurder of his father on January 
18,1880. He refused spiritual consolation 
to the last, refused the services 
of priest and preacher. He witnessed 
from the jail window the erection of the scaf- 
fold yesterday. He ate a light supper and 
retired at 9o0’clock and slept till after 12. He 
arose, sat bythe fire till after 2, retired 
again and slept until 6, when he arose, ate a 
hearty breakfast and 

COOLLY CONVERSED 
with the watchers while awaiting death. He 
refused to the last to have his hair cut or put 
on the new suit provided by the sheriff. His 
mother, two brothers and three sisters live 
near the town, but none called to see him. 
Shortly after noon he was conveyed 
to the gallows in the jail yard. He boldly 
met his fate and made no confession. The 
drop was nearly six feet. He was pro- 
nounced dead in twelve minutes. The town 
was crowded with people, but none were ad- 
mitted except about a hundred on tickets. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., February 16.—A Chamois 
special from Indiana, Pa., says James G. Al- 
lison, convicted of murdering bis father, suf- 
fered the penalty of death by hanging this 
morning at II o’clock. The prisoner arose 
at6 this morning, haying slept four hours. 
He ate a hearty breakfast but preserved a 
stolid silence. At 10 o’clock his mother, sis- 


ter and brother called, but he positively re- 
fused to see them and when they came into 
the cell he would not recognize them. 
HE ALSO REFUSED 
to be shaved and would not allow the sheriff 
to dress biminanew suit, At 11 o’clock the 
trap Was sprung and the prisoner launched 
into eternity. The only words he spoke 
were, I have been fetched here wrong.“ 
The body was allowed to bang until 11:30, 
when it was cut down and life pronounced 
cXtinct. No excitement prevailed. No one 
witnessed the execution excepting the ofli- 
cers ofthe law and newspaper men. 
THE CRIME. 

James G. Allison was convicted last March 
in the Indiana county court of the murder of 
his father. On the 18th day of June, 1881, 
Robert G. Allison, the murdered man, and his 
son got into a quarrel about the ownership 
of a load of brick, which the former intended 
to take to the county seat next day for sale. 
That same eveni about twilight a young 
nephew came to the house and told his uncle 
Robert that Alonzo, another son, wished to 

speak with him atthe road. Going to the 
place designated he heard a Whistle, and call- 
ig out to know if en was Alonze, Was an- 
swered in vile and abusive terms by James, 
who added, ‘‘I will show you who it is.” 

The old man retreated toward the house 
followed by his irate son, who,when he had 
approached within ashort distance, having 
a revolver in his hand, fired,the bullet taking 
effect in the back of his father’s bead. This 
was followed by three successive shots, one 
otriking the old man in the left side, an- 
rther near the spine and the third in the 
aight side of the back, going through the body 
ond coming out below the left breast. Au- 
tther son, Alexander. came upjust in time 
go witness the awful tragedy and the father 
survivid long enough to make an ante-mortem 
statement chiefly upon which the parricide 
was convicted. Deceased was about sixty 
years of age. The son was about twenty- 
eight years of age, was unmarried, and up to 
the time of the murder resided with his 
mother, who,on account of supposed domestic 
troubles, lived separate from her husband. 


THE HUNTER HOMICIDE. 


Postmaster Wright Acquitted of all 
Blame for the Shooting. 

The circumstances attendant upon the 
shooting of Robert Hunter, the negro who 
made an attempt to kill Postmaster Fred. M. 
Wright, at Fern Ridge, St. Louis county, last 
Sunday, and which we published in last Mon- 
day’s Post-DISPATCH, were made a subject 
of investigation before Justice William W. 
Ravens, at Lake Post Office, which is near 
the scene of the late tragedy, on vesterday. 
Mr. Warfield, Prosecuting Attorney of St. 
Louis county, appeared on the part of the 
State, and the defendant was represented by 
Mr. T. H. Peabody, of this city. 

A very large number of witnesses were ex- 
amined. Their testimony corroborated the 
siatements made by the PosT-DISPATCH re- 
rorter concerning the dangerous character of 
Robert Hunter, the negro who was killed, and 
fully exonerated Mr. Wright. Tbe testimony 
furtber went to show that at the time of the 
shooting Hunter was armed with a revolver, 
and that he had only a few moments previous 
to bis encounter with Mr. Wright threatened 
the life of acolored farmer, named Charles 
Wells,who lived in the same part of the county. 

After leaving Wells, Hunter made for 
Wricht’s store with his loaded and cocked 
pistol openly displayed. Entering the door- 
way, the first motion he made was an aggres- 
sive one towards Mr. Wright, who was stand- 
ing inoffensively gad unarmed behind his 
counter attending to his business. Had 
Hunter shot at once he might easily have 
killed Wrigut, but he felt so sure of his vie- 
tim that he delayed firing, though all the 


time Keeping up 4 succession of 
violent gestures and abusive lan- 
guage, until the Postmaster had had 


time to get his own revolver from the drawer 
where it was kept and at the decisive moment 
when the encounter was practically a duel 
between them, Wright managed to fire just a 
second in advance of Hunter, his bullet enter- 
ing the negro’s breast in the manner described 
by the reporter, and resulted in Hunter’s 
death in the road a few minutes afterwards. 
It was brought out in the evidence that Hun- 
ter had on numerous occasions been a par- 
ticipant in desperate affrays. His character 
was that of areckless and wicked man, and 
his neighbors made a habit of avoiding 
him whenever it was possible. Two 
years ago Hunter was cnt in the neck by a 
colored man whom he had wantonly aseauit- 
ed, receiving a very severe gash, and once 
before that he had been shot by another ne- 
in a brawi which Hunter had instigated. 
General satisfaction is felt in St. Louis coukty 
that Hunter will no longer disturb the com- 
munity. | 
The investigation, which commenced at 10 
o’ciock inthe morning, was not concluded 
unti]8 in the evening, and resulted m the 
honorable discharge of Mr. Wright.

WANTED, AN ELEVATOR. 


The City Hall Employes OClamoring 
For Better Accommodations. 


The removal of the; Board of Public Im- 
provements to the third story of the City 
Hall buitding will doubtless soon be followed 
by the removal to the same part of the build- 
ing of other offices. The Board of Public 
Improvements have been meeting since the 
organization of the Board in the office of the 


Water Commissioner, but have been very 
much cramped forroom. The Water Com- 
missioner himself has for a long time felt 
that his own department quarters 


Were too limited, and has cast about for some 
time for ways to increase their yy ini The 
Street Commissioner, as is well known, will 
spread outinto the rooms about to be va- 
cated by Col. Flad. The Commissioner of 
Supplies needs more room,as do several other 
important municipal departments. The third 
floor of the building affords ample space for 
the accommodation of a score of officers, and 
the sole reason why this part of the building 
has never beea utilized for business purposes 
has been the inconvenience of reaching it 
Probably in no large building in the city are 
the staircases so steep and high as they are 
in the City Hall. The thira story of that 
building is as high as the fourth in most busi- 
ness edifices. It takes away the breath of the 
average person to climb to even the second 
floor of the building, and the labor of steadily 
keeping on one’s way to the third floorfis re- 
ally aserious one. To repeat the perform- 
ance a number of times daily, as the gentle- 
men connected with Col. Flad's office 
will be required to do after 
next week, largely augments their 
responsibilities. The gravity of the situation 
has been so apparent that several of tbe 
clerks in the building held a secret mass- 
meeting at one of the botels one evening. this 
week and thoroughly discussed the matter. 
The result was the appointment of a com- 
mittee of three, to whom was assigned the 
duty of waiting upon the Mayor and the 
members of the Assembly to represent their 
grievances and to solicit relief. Among 
others. the committee called upon a promi- 
nent Democratic member of the House of 
Delegates. This gentleman, as soon as the 
cise Was presented to him, at once solved the 
difficulty by suggesting that an elevator was 
the thing that was wanted; and an elevator 
it is to be. “An ordinance to authorize the 
construction of an elevator in the City Hall.“ 
is the title ofa bill which will be introduced 
by the member referred to iu his own branch 
ofthe Assembly to-night. The location se- 
lected by the committee asthe one most eli- 
gible is the e pace now occupied by the stair- 
way in the Chestnut street side. The first 
landing will of course be on the second floor, 
and will be most convenient for reaching 
the oflices of the House of Delegates, 
the Mayor, Comptroller, Auditor, Treasurer, 


Council, Street Commissioner and the otner | 


Officers situated on that floor. The elevator 
wiil also carry passengers to the third floor, 
which is expected to be peopled by depart- 
ments which are looking for new and larger 
quarters, a8 soon as the elevator is ready. 
The cost of the elevator will not exceed 
$2,500,and this sum it is provided in the ordi- 
nance is to be transferred from the appro- 
priation of $10,000, which was made last 
winter for heating the City Hall by steam, 
but which remains intact in the Treasury.

DEFENDING THE PAGAN. 
Bob Ingersoll’s Brother Goes for the 


Rev. Mr. Talmage. b 


From the Chicago Times. 


A brother of Bob Ingersoll, residing near 
Waukesha, Wisconsin, has written tne fol- 
lowing letter to Parson Talmage: 

SIn—I have before me a copy of the Cincin- 
nati Enquirer containing the report of a ser- 
mon delivered by you onthe Oth inst., upon 
the“ Meanness of Infidelity.’’ In the course 
of your remarks you say you had justreceived 
a letter from some one, informiug you that 
the Rev. John Ingersoll, father of R. G. In- 
gersolland myself, “was abstemious to a 
fault, and the family suffered accordingly. 
The children wsre commanded to eat, drink 
and dress sparingly. He never spoke a kind 
word of his wife, Who was a noble 
Christian woman, nor of, his children, 
within the knowledge of persons now living 
here, who were familiar with the family. At 
last the mother died. She was cared for by 
friends in her sickness, and on the day of her 
interment gentle hands carried her form, and 
rested it for a time on the catafalque. Mr. 
Ingersoll, to the astonishment of all present, 
deliverately removed his cravat and gloves, 
stepped on the rostrum, and delivered a eu- 
logy over the body. He attempted to extol 
her virtues and panegyrize her conduct. It 
was the first time he nad ever been known to 
speak well of her in public.“ 

Now, reverend sir, will you be kind enough 
to tell your informant for me that he or she 
is a malignantly cruel, heartiess and infamous 
liar? Our fa'her was poor; I wil! not deny it. 
In the days of my childhood a minister was 
forced to practice strict economy to support a 
familv and educate his children upon a salary 
of 3500 per year. We had abundance to eat 
and were well clothed, and certainly no man 
ever better enjoyed ministering to the wants 
of his family than did our loved and honored 
father. I believe him to have been an eminent- 
ly good and conscientious man—lI do not say 
faultless. As for Robert, I will say he was 
as good and obedient a boy as I ever knew: 
but all this is neither here nor there. He 
denies that the Bible is the inspired word 
of God, and gives his reasons. Here you 
take issue with him. Now, is it not possible 
to successfully combat his errors without 
opening the tomb and spattering with cal- 
umny our loved andghonored dead? Speak- 


ing of your father and mother you say: 
Would it not have been debasing 
in me to hook the horses to the 


plowshare of contempt to turn up the mound 
of their graves??’ True. Now let me ask 
you if you don’t think that the golden rule re- 
quires you to unhook your horses before vou 
ruthlessly turn up the sacred dust that hides 
from the light of day our father’s snow-white 
hair. But ‘Ingersoll assails the beiief of bis 
father.“ Well, sir, had your father been an 
infidel, .would you now, entertaining the 
views you do, combat his opinions? That 
would probably be a very different 
thing. Ingersoll sass he can not 
believe that God, the father of all of us, 
ever commanded the Jews to wage wars of 
extermination against their neighbors, and 
was delighted at the sight of a babe’s blood 
trickling down the handle ofa Jewish spear, 
Moses said that when a woman gave birth to 
a son, thirty-three days were necessary to 
purify her; bui it she gave birth to a 
daughter, sixty-six days were necessary.

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DELUSIONS ABOUT UTAH. 


American-Born Residents Outnumber 
the Foreign-Born. 
From the New York Herald. 


There are some popular delusions about 
the Mormons, and very intelligent people who 
have visited Salt Lake City for the purpose 
of making personal investigations there, and 
fancy that they have a right to pronounce au- 
thoritative opinions upon the “Utah ques- 
tion,” are not always free from them. On¢ 
is that the Mormons consist chiefly of foreign- 
ers. Onthe contrary, the American-born 
inhabitants of Utah outnumber the foreign- 
born more than two to one. 
The proportion by the census of 1880 
is 99,969 to 43, 994. Dakota, which approxi- 
mates closely to Utah in the aggregate of its 
populatien, having 135,180 inhabitants, while 
Utah has 143,963, is much more under the 
domination of a foreign element so far as num- 
bers are concerned. The proportion in Da- 
kota is 51,793 foreigu born to only 83,387 natives 
of the United States. So is the State of Neva- 
da. So are most of the great cities of the con- 
tinent. The proportions in Utah does not ma- 
terially differ from that in Rhode Island, one 
of the original members of the Uaion. 
It will not do for the people of the 
United States to try to shift their own re- 
sponsibility forthe disgusting peculiarities 
of Utah society upon foreign shoulders. The 
Mormon religion was an American invention, 
and the ecclesiastical supremacy over its ad- 
herents always has been controlled by Amer- 
icans. John Taylor, who is the nominal 
head of the church since Young’s death, is 
Eoglish by birth,to be sure, but he by no 
means inherits Young’s autocratic sway. It 


is shared with coadjutors, most of 
whom are 0 American birth, 
and he himself has been a 


resident of the United States for half a cen- 
tury. He was with Smithinthe Carthage 
jail in 1844, and was wounded in the affray in 
which the prophet was killed. Nor have 
foreigners ever predominated in Utah at any 
stage of the development of the Mormon com- 
munity. In 1870 the total population was 
86,786, and the respective numbers of Ameri- 
can horn and foreign were 40,273, and 30,702. 
In 1860 the total was 56,084, and the resp: c- 
tive numbers were 27,519 and 12,754. The 
bulk of the American born in- 
habitants also are natives of the terri- 
tory. Noless than 80,847 of the present 
99,969 were born upon its own’ sofl, under 
exclusively federal jurisdiction. Congress 
has had the power to control them from the 
cradie in all those features of life which are 
subject to the regulation of the law. These 
figures fix the ab-olute responsibility of the 

nited States Government for what Utah is. 
As the twig is bent the tree is inclined, and if 
Congress had bent this twig out of its crook- 
edness while the wood was tender and supple 
it might have spared itself the present severe 
efforts to straighten a stout trunk of more 
than thirty years’ growth. 

Another delusion about Utah is that the 
foreign element in its population is recruited 
from European races which the claimants of 
a conceited superiority for the so-called 
Anglo-Saxon stock fancy to be inferior. On 
the contrary, England makes the chief con- 
tribution to it, and next to England come 


those Scandinavian countries to whose 
people the Anglo-Saxon stock is close 
akin. The infrequency of Irish or 


German Mormons is very remarkable, and the 
Latin races of Europe never have been hos- 
pitable to Mormon missionaries. Has the 
discipline of the Catholic church anything to 
do with this? Certainly it is next to impossi- 
ble to find a Frenchman, an Italian or a Span- 
iard in Salt Lake City. The proportions in 
which foreign countries have chiefly con- 
tributed to the Mermon community are very

This 
popular notion among uninguiring people 
arises from suffering their minds to dwell 
upon the abuodantly stocked seraglios of the 
wealthy poteutates ofthe Mormon church, 
without considering that the poverty of most 
ofthe agricuiturai settlers in the territory 
makes it embarrassing for a multitude of 
them to support one wife—much 
more two, three or half a dozen. 
It is, to be sure, a Mormon practice to 
marry women for cooks and chambermaids. 
There are conveniences in the practice in re- 
spect to stability of service. But the circum- 
stances of most Mormon husbasdmen forbid 
them to employ cooks or chambermaids, 
whether by wedding or by wages. Notwitb- 
standing the visorous preaching of polygamv 
asa duty for the last twenty-five years it is 
proabble that a majority of the Mormon 
maies still are monevamisis for economic 
reasons, and thaf polygamy is a luxury, 
like cigars and champagae.

The Insurrection Against Austria in 
Bosnia and Herzegovina. 


— —— 


A Flame Which May be Fanned 
Into a European War. 


What the Slavish Races Under Austrian 
Domination Want. 


The recent uprising in Bosnia and Herze- 
govina and the causes which lead to it have 
been the subject of much comment in the 
late European cablegrams. That the people 
of this district cannot be kept down and that 


these outbreaks will last as 
long as Herzegovina does is a 
fact that has been often stated. 


The following facts in regard to the matter 
comes from a gentleman who has made the 
subject a study, and who talks out of sym- 
pathy with the people whose cause he de- 
fends. A Post DISPATCH reporter was 
strolling around Union Depot last night, 
when he noticed a tall dark-skinned man with 
long black hair walking up and down 
the platform, smoking 1 cigar. 


The appearance of the stranger was 
such as to attract attention, and he was the 
subject of some littie noiice, to which he paid 
no heed. The reporter approached and began 
the conversation by inquiring about the de- 
parture of a Western train. The gentleman 
smiied and said: 

Jam a total stranger, not only in the city 
but in the country. Iam sorry I can’t give 
you any information.” 

The reporter continued to walk up and 
down with the stranger. Fresh cigars were 

urchased and finally the talk drifted towards 

zuropean affairs and the Herzegovinian 
insurrection. “Yes,’’ said the stranger, 1 
know something about the uprising. As you 
may have gathered irom my appearance, I 
am a Greek, and my home is ia Moutenegro. 
Demetrius Cattaro is my name and I have 
been visiting your country just three weeks.“ 

The reporter immediately became inter- 
ested, but Mr. Cattaro continued to talk in 
a manner which showed what interest he 
took in the subject. 

“Yes,’’ said he, “the insurrection had 
already begun. Our people are of one race 
with the insurgents, and we feel that their 
cause might be ours at any day.’’ 

What was the origin of the present re- 
volt!“ 

Just tnis: Under the treaty of Berlin, 
made July 13, 1878, Austria was given a sort 
of right to maintain order in the provinces 
mentioned, Turkey being believed to be unable 
to do so. Lately, however, Austria nas been 
doing more. Some of the inhabitants of the 
Austrian province of Dalmatia, which borders 
upon Herzegovina, have in the past enjoyed 
immunity from military service, and it was 
thought best to include them in the conscrip- 
tion, and for some reason—possibly because 
the people were of a kindred race—the range 
of conscription was also extended to Bosnia 
and Herzegovina. Instantly the inhabitants

ing that under the text of the Berlin 
aty the Austrian Government had no right 
compel them to serve in the army, 
hey were not Austrian subjects. Imme- 
stely the revolt spread, and, though

What is the nature of Austria's interest in 
svia, Herzegovina, etc?’’ 
I will tell you. You know that the late

IN AN INSURRECTION 
de districts we are speaking about. The 
lin treaty, which was officially promul- 
gatéd on the 13th of July, 1878, and signed by 
the representatives of ailg the powers, and 
also by the representative of Turkey, made 
certain provisions in regard to 
the northwestern provinces of Turkey. 
Article XXV of that document said in sub- 
stance that: The two provinces Bosnia and 
Herzegovina were to be occupied, and their 
government was to be administered by Aus- 
tria. This is the sole claim or warranty that 
the austrain empire has upon the . 
for, although, at the end of this article it is 
asserted that the two governments of Turkey 
and Austria are to settle the details of the af- 
fair between themselves, in no other place in 
the treaty is any reference made to this ex- 
tension of Austrian supremacy. But lately 
the Austrianempire has taken much more 
ground, and has been claiming sovereignty.“ 

**Without any reason, you think!“ 

“Of course; and everybody else thinks so 
with me. M. Bernoit Brunswick, in his 
‘Trane de Berlin,’ says, on the asserted 
au hority of ’rince Bismares, who was presi- 
dent of the Berlin Congress, that the position 
of the inhabitant, of the two provinces was 
modified only inthis wise. 

TILK OTTOMAN EMPIRE 

had shown itself invapable cf supplying 
administrative contro, aud hence Austria had 
received a mandate to make good this want, 
and accomplish the great end of maintaining 
order. But the mandate did not include sov- 
ereignty, for the provinces were still to be 
considered as a partof the Turkish Empire. 
Abdel Hamed still remained their ruler and 
the peopie were still his subjects. Nothing 
was changed, except from an administrative 
point of view. This seems to have been the 
ground taken by the Austrian Government at 
Lhe time the provinces were occupied and for 
to me time subsequent to that period; but of 
late a change in policy, which I have men- 
tioned, bas taken place.“ 

**W hat is the extent of the insurrection?” 

“I cannot say authoritatively,but, there are 
unmistakable signs that it is spreading 
rapialy. For instance advices from Austrian 
Fources begin to show their anxiety by be- 
littling the whole affair, and represent that 
it is confined io a few localities, and that the 
insurgent chieftains are, by their assaults on 
isolated detachments of Austrian troups, en- 
deayoring to arouse the enthusiasm of the 


people. 
ON THE OTHER HAND 
reports are received that Austrian adminis- 
tration, at least in Herzegovina, is at anend, 
outside of afew of the fortified and garri- 
soned towns. You might have noticed in the 
cablegrams that lately the Hungarian 
government was getting troubled «and that 
the eaitors of the Vienua newspapers were 
summoned before the police au horit: s, and 
were informed that the pu!lication of intelli- 
5 nee regarding the movements goivg on in 
erzegovina and the adjacent ccuotry was 
forbidden, At about the same time M.Tisza, 
the Hungarian Premier, sent a ci: cular te the 
editors of newspapers in Pesth, asking them, 
on the score of patriotism, to suppress news 
that might come to them from the disaffected 
provinces. It is not an easy mater, in the 
absence of telegraphs and railroads, for for- 
eleners to collect reliable information, and 
hence the world knows little of what is going 
on in these mountainous districts on the east 
of the Adriaticsea. The prime fact is that an 
fosurrection has again broken out in Boenia 
and Herzegovina, and that the Austrian gov- 
ernment is hurrying 
REGIMENT AFTER REGIMENT 
into these provinces o suppress jhe upris- 
ing. It will be remembered that the late 
war between Russia and Turkey had its ap- 
t origin in an insurrection in this dis- 
and, in view ofthe momentous issues 
vod ip n opening at the sword’s 
the ro question, the Austrian 
mw iveclf in seeking te 


crush out the revolt as speedily as way de. 
Whether success will attend its efforts, or 
whether the trouble will lead to larger com- 
plications time alone can show. 

„What will Montenegro do?” 

That can only be guessed at. 

PRINCE NIKITA, 

of Montenegro, bas veen appealed to by the 
Government at Vienna to prevent supplies 
being sent to the insurgents over the borders 
of his domain; but, while he has expressed 
himself willing to do all that he can in reason 
to continue the good understanding existing 
between him and the Austrian Government, 
he seems also to have intimated pretty clearly 
that this was a question in which his influ- 
ence must count for little or nothing; in a 
word, that his people, being of a kindred 
race wita the insurgents, were their friends, 
and wou'd help them whether he wished it 
or not. Unauthorized assistance from Mon- 
tenegro would, however, be of small mo- 
ment, for the inhabitants of that country, 
never in very prosperous circumstances, are 
now suffering from the effects of two disas- 
trous harvests.” 

What will Russia do.” 

„That is the great key to the question. 
Russia and Austria are rivals. ill they 
unite now? Since the beginning of the trouble 
the Russian government has officially ex- 

ressed the warmest sympathy for Austria. 
When it is considered that in this matter the 
traditional interests of Austria and Russia 
are directly antagonistic, it may be safe to as- 
sume that there was not much heart in these 
diplomatic professions. Russia bas always 
arrogated to herself the leadership of the 
Slavic races. The people of Bosnia, Herze- 
govina, Bulgaria and other present or past 
provinces of northern Turkey, look upon the 
Ozar as a species of race ruler, a belief that 
has been 

STEADILY ENCOURAGED 

by the organizations of the national party in 
Russia. Before the last Turko-Russian war, 
the Russian government, while professing 
the kindest intentions toward Turkey, per- 
mitted, if it did not encourage and aid, 
those ofits subjects who were helping on re- 
volts in the northern provinces of the Turk- 
ish empire. These old methods of the 
Russian government are understood per- 
fectly well at Vienna, and it would seem that 
the Austrian government had now found 
reason for believing that it was being made 
the victim of a similar procedure. It is 
asserted that the extent and organization of 
the insurrection—a statement which conflicts 
with the other assertion also made, that the 
insurrection is not extensive—indicate that 
it has been planned, and is directed from 
some foreign country, and of course Russia 
can be the only party criminated.’’ 

“But if Russia fails to come to the res- 
cue??? 

»Unaided by [Russia, the inhabitants of 
Bosnia and Herzegovina cannot hepe long to 
contend against the immense strength of Aus- 
tria. Of the justice of their contention 
you can draw yourown conclusions from 
what I have said respecting the Berlin 
Treaty. What they desire is political auton- 
omy, but at the present time in eastern 
Europe the wishes of the people who have 
not the power to compel a respect for them, 
receive but slight consideration from the 
great statesmen who direct international 
affairs. 

“Do you think Russia will interfere?” 

Tes, if the fear of Bismarck does not re- 
tard her. Nothing else will. That there is 
more than a suspicion in this, is very clear 
from the decided action taken by Prince Bis- 
marck. Whateverthe German chancellor’s 
ultimate aims may be, it is certain that he 
means that Austria shall possess herseif of 
Bosnia and Herzegovina, and will not tol- 
erate interference with herin this proceed- 
ing. The German ambassador at St. Peters- 
burg Was, therefore, instructed to say that, 
if Russia persists in intermeddling, he should 
have to demand his passport, which is the 
first step to a remonstrance backed up with 
bayonets. The ostensible cause of tbis re- 
mark was a Panslavic speech delivered by 


GEN. SKOBELOFF. 


It is the misfortune of an absolute monarch 
that he is held accountable for the impolitic 
speeches of his subjects. The reply made to 
the German ambassador by the Russian gov- 
ernment is not known; perhaps none was ex- 
pected. Gen Ignatieff has had long experi- 
ence in the art of secretly fomenting distur- 
bances south of the Danube; but even he 
may well be apprehensive of continuing a 
practice which Prince Bismarck has an- 
nounced he will not tolerate. A war in 
which Russia should find herself opposed to 
both Germany and Austria would be an ex- 
ceedingly dear purchase from the perils of 
Nihilism.“ 

„Are vou going back to Montenegro?” 

“Yes, I am on my way East now, and be- 
fore one month I Will be near the seat of 
trouble and will be able to give more de- 
tails. 

By this time the Vandalia had backed up 
and Mr. Cattaro bid the reporter 
good night and got into the sleeper. 
Altogether he was a most mysterious man. 
Notwithstanding his foreign appearance, he 
spoke English very well. He was ready to 
tak about anything but the object of his 
present trip. Ali approaches toward that 
subject he met with persistent silence.

Tne anti-Polygamy bill was passed by the 
Senate yesterday. It covers the whole case 
against the Mormons, and its sections have 
been drawn with an exactness which seems 
to meet every possible phase of the twin 
Every person having a husband or 
wife living who may hereafter, in a territory 
or any other place over which the United 
States has exclusive jurisdiction, marry an- 
other person, and any man who simultane- 
ously marries more than one woman 
is guilty of polygamy and shall be 
fil not more than $500 and imprisoned not 
more than five years. Any person who 
hereafter lives with more than one woman as 
his wife sball be fined not more than $300 
or imprisoned not more than six months, or 
both. In any prosecutions under this act is 
shall be sufficient cause of challenge to any 
juryman that he has been living in breach 
of the act. The proposed juryman may be 
questioned upon his oath as to this ground 


of challenge, and if be deciines to 
answer on the ground that bis reply 
would criminate him he shall be re- 


jecte’?. No admission made by a proposed 
juryman in this examination shall be used 
against him in any subsequent trial in which 
he may be defendant. The President it 
authorized to grant amnesty to such classes 
of offenders gullty of bigamy or polygamy 
before the passage of this act as he shall see 
fit. Theissue of bigamous and polygamous 
marriages, known as Mormon marriages, born 
prior toJanuary 1, 1883, are legitimatized.

The canvass and 
return of all votes for members of the Legis- 
lature shall be returned to this board, who 
will issue certificates of election to such per- 


sons who, being eligible, appear to 
have been legally elected. The board 
may not exclude any person from 


a certificate of election on account of any 
opinion he may have held or expressed on 
the subject of polygamy, nor shall they re- 
fuse to count the vote of a person on account 
of his opinion on polygamy or bigamy. Each 
House of the Legislature shall have full 
power to decide upon the election and quali- 
fications of its members, and may make such 
laws as are not inconsistant with the laws of 
the United States.

Our Horrid Sidewalks. 
St. Louis, February 16, 1882. 
To the Editor of the Posi-Dispatch: 

Like every citizen of St. Louls who has the 
interest of the city at heart, I am anxious to 
see anything done that will secure good 
streets; butis it not equally as essential that 
we should have good sidewalks? There is 
perhaps some excuse for not having good 
streets—the treasury may be very low—but 
this cannot apply and does not apply to the 
sidewalks. If we have poor sidewalks, and if 
they are kept in no repair, the blame is to be 
round in the culpable neglect of those having 
the sidewalks in charge. I williname a num 
ber of localities—and prominent ones, too— 
where, to my knowledge, no repairs have been 
made for years, and where part of the 
walks are entirely bare of any material 
whatever. Look at the sidewalk 


on Washington avenue, between Second and 
Third. Look at that particular part of it 
alongvide of Meyer, Bain & Co.; is it not dis- 
graceful? And yet the property belongs to a 
man of means—why is he not made to repair 
it?

Look at the sidewalk on 
each side of Vine street between the alley and 
Second. Couid a more disgraceful sidewalk 
be found anywhere?

Do you think these things would 
occur, if we had efficient public servants?

A GRAVE SUBJECT. 


The Domestic Troubles of the Graves’— 
A Husband Driven Away. 


Judge Thayer had to dispose to-day ofa 
motion for alimony inthe divorce case of 
Ottilie K. against James D. Graves. At the 
same time a question of plea in abatement 


may be discussed, the husband 
having some time since filed a 
petition for divorce in Howard county. 


Thisis a somewhat peculiar domestic con- 
flict. The husbaad, now residing in Howard 
county, stated that he was married to Ottilie 
Oertell in this city November 6, 1879, and con- 
tinued to reside with her until a few days be- 
fore last Christmas. He alleged that he was 
always kind and  =induigent to his 
ong and pretty wife and that he at all times 
iberally supported her. He complained,how- 
ever, that her conduct was such as to render 
his condition intolerable; that she was Waste- 
fuland extravagant in her habits and violent 
in temper toward him.Specially charging acts 
and grievances Mr. Graves alleged that on one 
occasion in the presence of the family, Mrs. 
Graves threw a dinner plate at her husband; 
on another occasion she struck him witb her 
shoe-heel, and another time bandled a knife 
in a threatening manner. The husband 
further complained that his wife used 
coarse, Vulgar aud profane language, 
to his mortification and shame, 
Finally, he complains that her conduct ren- 
dered his condition intolerable and he was 
forced to leave St. Louis and take up his resi- 
dence in Howard county. The wife’s peti- 
tion, filed here in Judge Thayer’s court was 
referred to a few days since in the Posr-DIS- 
PATCH. The lady. young, handsome and 
fashionably attired, was present in 
court this morning. It was somewhat dif- 
cult to reconcile the damaging allegation 
of the husband that imobroper language 
should escape from such coral lips and re- 
fined surroundings. Mrs. Graves rested her 
raver for divorce on the ground that her 
usband worried her incessantly with 
complaints of extravagance; that he 
kept late hours and negiected her shamefully 
at delicate periods, and behaved geuera ly in 
an unfeeling and harsh manner toward her, 
Mrs, Graves further stated that her husband 
was unreasonably close concerning household

John B. C. Lucas—James H. Lucas—The 
Lucas Estate—Biographical 
Inci@ents. 


The late Judge John B. C. Lucas, the 
founder of the family in America, was born 
in Normandy, France,in the year 1758, and 
died in St. Louis, August 31, 1842, aged 84 
years. Hecame tothe United States about 
(784; after spending afew weeks in Phila- 
delphia, started for the West, and settled on 
the Allegheny,“ six miles back of Pittsburg, 
farming here for twenty-five years. During 
that period he was returned to Congress from 
his district. In 1805 President Jefferson sent 
him to Missouri to pass upon the land claims 
of those who held or clatmed under the 
former governments of Spain and France. 
His associates were Penrose and Donaldson. 
He brought with him to Missouri his wife, 
s0ns—Chariles, William, Adrian, James H., 
and daughter Anne, who became Anne L. 
Hunt. Charles died in 1817, Adrian next. 
William, 1836; James H., 1873, and Anne 
Lucas Hunt in 1879, she being the last of 
these two generations. He was educated in 
France, and came to America a thorough 
read lawyer.

Cheapness of Chinese Labor. 
From the New York Times. 


Everybody talks about Chinese labor and 
its exceeding cheapness, and does thisin a 
vaggue sort of way, as the actual money the 
artisan or workman receives iu China is not 
Woll anders od. in the coneular reports 
printed by the Department of State Mr. Den- 
ney gives us the cost of skilled artisans, ag- 
ricultuvists and workmen in that wonderful 
country. Inthe higher departments of art 
a painter may make his name immortal, but 
he hardly works for money, it is rather for 
fame. No matter how much his productions 
are in demaud he is no better off in worldlv 
goods than his butcher. In what is called 
skilled labor a master may make $156 a year 
and dis workman $8. A woman 
who is very proficient can earn $26 a year. 
Wages, if low, bear, however, a proper pro- 
portion to cost of living. if a master work- 
man can make 5156 a year, he can support 
his family for 8120, and with a diminished 
scale of expenses the working man keeps bis 
family — * the same time for $65. In 
agricultural labor wages are even lower, 
though the profits made out of the land are 
not, after all, so very small. Mr. Denny cited 
a family of man and wife and two young chil- 
dren who till a plot of land of some two and 
one-half acres. The cost of maintaining the 
family is calculated at twenty cents a day. 
The land be'ng worth-$400, the total expenses 
of making the crop would be $62, to 
which must be added the food of the family, a 
total outiay of $135. The value of the product 
being $160, the profit would be $25. Cotton 
seems to give a better result, two and a alf 
acres making a profit of $33. A woman will 
spin all day for six cents, and a weaver will 
work a week for sixty cents. Farm laborers 
are content with $1 05 a week during harvest 
time, but by the year will hire for from $1 50 
to a month. A laboring man who can save 
from $3 to $4 a year does fairly well. In the 
shipping ports the coolies make better wages, 
and earn $450 a month. When in the interior 
they are carmen and boatmen they make much 
lower peg oe A very strong man, who will 
carry on his bick a load of from 300 to 400 
pounds, gains 25 cents a day. An ordinary 
coolie’s account Mr. Denny makes out as 
follows: Monthly receipts, 34 50; expenses, 
$4: net income, 50 cents. ‘The marvelous 
cheapness of labor cannot be better shown 
than when coal mining in China is examined. 
From the pit’s mouth coal can be furnished 
at $1 a ton, with a profittothe owner of the 
mine. According to an official statement, a 
Chinese soldier costs the Government 50 
taels, or $67, a year. There does not seem to 
be any great difference between the cost of 
Chinese and Javanese labor. Consui-General 
Van Buren, of Japan, states that the wages 
of an able-bodied farm-hand are $35 a year 
with board, or $50 without board. A stout, 
healthy woman will hire for the year with 
food for from $8 to $10 or from $25 to $30 
without board.

A Dead Letter Ordinance. 

The police have awakened to the necessity 
of enforcing a city ordinance which has been 
almost a dead letter. A section of the city 
ordinances reads as follows: “The owners, 
or agents, or occupiers of tenements and 
vacant lots owned by them, under their 
charge, or occupied by them, shail keep the 
sidewalk and gutters in front of and adjoin- 
ing their property cleaa, and also all the pri- 
vate alleys in the rear of, or adjoining the 
property owred by them clean to the center 
of such alley, and after any fall of snow, 
to cause the snow to be immediately 


removed from the sidewalk fronting their 
respective lote into the carriage way of the 
street. Any person failing to comply with 
the requirements of this section shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
conviction thereof be ned not less than $5 
nor more than 925.“ 

To-day several cases of violations of this 
ordinance were docketed in the police 
courts. In many parts of the city the dif- 
ference in the depth of mud on the streets 
and on the sidewalks is very small, and itis 
to remedy this that the ordinance was passed 
and the police resolved to enforce the pro- 


visions.

bushwhackers alternately swept to and fro, 


murdering, burning and raiding, remained to 
be perpetuated for years of strife and alter- 
na murder, and may in some cases De con- 
There are vendettas 
of this sort which are still being carried on in 
the wilder regions of Kentucky, Tennessee, 
and Arkansas, and the legacy of bloodthirsti- 
ness, and even a sort of emulation in homicide, 
inherited by the young generation, who were 
children when it took place, still remains. One 
of the sections that suffered most from guer- 
Tilla warfare was southwest Missouri. The

There was 
no pursuit, although some tumult and ex- 
citement, and the murderer was gone. With- 
in, the audience hastened down from the 
benches and gathered around a burly man, 
in his shirt sleeves, who was lying on the 
ground —— struggling with his breath, 
and on whose breast a stain of blood was 
marked. He wastaken up by the perform- 
ers and helpers, and borne into the dressing- 
room, where his wife, in the costume of an 
equestrienne, took his head in ber lap, and a 
young girl in the spangles and muslin 
of a ring fairy stood by in tears 
and terror. The wound was a fatal one, 
and in a few minutes the powerful man’s 
breath was choked, and he struggled convul- 
sively in giving up his life. William Lake, 
the murdered man, was Well known as a cir- 
cus proprietorin the West. He kept a float- 
ing show on the Mississippi in the later period 
of the war, and afterwards traveled a circuit 
in the southwest. He was boid and rough, as 
he had need to be in his profession, but not 
without kindly qualities. Mrs. Lake was an 
accomplised rider and a woman of equal cour- 
age andspirit. She afterward married Wil- 
liam Hickock, known throughout the West as 
Wild Bill, and who not longsince was 
treacherously shot at Deadwood. ‘Tha young 
girl who had this baptism of blood in her 
profession, was Emma Lake, now known as 
one of the most accomplished in the manege 
of the equestriennes of the arena. Mrs. Lake 
offered a large reward for the capture of the 
murderer, which was also supplemented by 
small amounts by the state and county. Kil- 
lian remained in the “bush’’ for several 
months, fed and sheltered by his kindred and 
friends, and when the excitement and indig- 
nation bad subsided, was delivered up by his 
friends, who claimed and receiveda portion 


glowing with the licht within. Horses and 
J aot itehed about, and the audience 


of the reward, which it was supposed 
was used in the payment of 
his legal expenses. He was admitted 


to bail on anindictment for murder in the 
second degree, rovocation having beep 
claimed,as be shot Lake because the latter bad 
ordered him out in consequence of a refusal! 
to supply him with aticket for the second part 
of the performance. The case dragged along in 
the courts on motions for changes of venue 
and various delays, and came to an impotent 
conclusion, Killian being as unrestrained and 
dangerous as ever, and on ene occasion, 
while he was still under indictment, visiting 
the circus, which was continued for soma 
time by the widow of his victim. 


The secona notable exploit to enhance the 
reputation of the family was performed by 
the third son, Jasper Killian. It was a more 
cowardly and mercenary murder, and ulti- 
mately fatal to the assassin. One cold Feb- 
ruary day a farmer came riding into Neosho, 
having in his hand a black velvet cap, which 
he had picked up by the ashes of a camp fire 
near the creek. It was recognized as being 
like one worn by a young man named Frank 
Wright, of rather reckless and dissolute char- 
acter, who made his living by smuggling 
whisky into the adjoining Indian nation. He 
had been about town the day previous, had 
bought a barrel of whisky andin the evening 
had started out with it in a team belonging to 
andincompany with Jasper Killian. Sus- 
picion of foul play was aroused and parties 
rode out to the dead camp fire. There were 
some stains of blood on the ground, but not 
more than might have accompanied the cook- 
ing of fresh meat. A close search, however, 
resulted in the finding of a piece of bone, 
which a doctor declared to have belonged to 
the skull of a manu. With all the promptness 
of the suuthwest parties were organized 
for pursuit, and men “good with 
their hands,“ departed in the welcome 
excitement ofaman-hunt. It was supposed 
that the murderer would have made his way 
into the Indian Territory, the ready refuge 
of the villains and fugitives of the border,but 
this proved to be au error, and was the occa- 
sion of several days’ respite for the assassin. 
Returning disappointed the road was taken 
to the hoem of the Kiilians, near Granby, 
then only iobabited by the old man and old 
woman and the youngest son, a half-imbe- 
cile boy. ‘The wagon was found bearing 
marks of blood partially washed out, and it 
was ascertained that the day previous Jasper 
had been endeavoring to sell a watch 
like Wright’s in Granby. No signs 
were found of the murderer or the body 
about the house. ‘the track of the wagon 
was followed back to the mouth of a deserted 
shaft, almost solitary on the prairie, and it 
was determined to search this. It was a 
wild scene as we rode up. The sky was dull 
and leaden, and the cold wind that swept 
across the barren prairie, covered with a thin 
crust of snow like the frosting of a cake, was 
penetratingly damp and chill. A savage 
crowd was grouped about. They had built 
a fire of boughs that smoked and steamed 
rather than gave warmth, and physica! dis- 
comfort added to the vindictiveness of ill- 
temper. They had brought out the old man 
and exhausted threats in the endeavor to 
make him reveal the whereabouts of his 
son, of which he was undoubtedly 
ignorant. There he stood by the fire, dwarfish, 
ignorant, and degraded, in ragged and grimy 
arments, an old siouch hat pulied down over 
is ae ferret eyes. nervously chewing 
tobacco, but otherwise apparently impassive 
to any feeling or fear. He never once looked 
toward the shaft, on whose mound men were 
at work with ropes and grappling-irons. 
Several boughs of trees were drawn ur and 
then there was acry, He's got him!“ A 
vigorous young man, who had been handling 
the irons, Was drawn up with his face pale 
and his hands and garments stained and wet, 
and then a chill— 


Colder than the rude and ruffian air“ 


stirred through the crowd as slowly appeared 
a naked corpse, with the hook caught at the 
knee, and dripping and muddy from its foul 
sepulchre. bere was a gaping, purple 
wound in the forehead, where an axe had 
done its work, and it was apparent that the 
murderer had brained his victim at the camp- 
fire,stripped the body and placed in a wagon, 
and driven to the mouth of the shaft and cast 
it in. It was a dangerous sort of crowd when 
the body was drawn up, and for a moment or 
two it was a question whether the old man 
would not have his firmness or knowledge 
tried by the question of a rope. But he was 
obviously ignorant, and finally the crowd 
trooped off to town, leaving him to make 
his way home. Parties were organized for 
the pursuit and the country was hunted over 
in every direction for a circuit of more than a 
hundred miles. Two of the most determined 
struck the trail ef the murderer, and followed 


it to the town of Marshfield, 160 miles. They 
found that 4 man resembling 
Killian had purchased cartridges 
for his pistol, and traced him to the 


den of a pariah woman, such as infest occa- 
sionally the hamlets of the West and South. 
Just at dusk they burst in the door and found 
him sitting by the smouldering fire with his 
head in the lap of his Delilah. He sprang up, 
and had his pistol half drawn when a bullet 
crashed into his brain. 

The events by which the otheritwo sons vin- 
dicated the fame of thé family may be toid 
more briefly. Ben’s exploit was almost an ex- 
act imitation of that of his elderbrother. He 
got into a dispute with a negro at a circus in 
Granby, and there was a prompt appeal to 
pistois. Neither, unfortunately,was killed, but 
the bullet struck one of the innocent specta- 
tors, a respectable store-keeper, who tumbled 
from bis seat, a victim to the danger of at- 
tendivg a circus in Granby, almost as perilous 
as Witnessing a batte. It was evident from 
the position of the combatants that the bullet 
must have come frum Ben Killian’s pistol, but

but from the number of his fights and shoot- 
ing affrays was considered the most danger- 
ons of the family. The fourth son, Tom, Who 
was not full-witted and not of age when he 
committed his murder, did so with the 
avowed purpose of imitating his brothers in 
killing his man. He procured a pistol and 
went to the cabin of a neighboring farmer 
who lived 3 found bim sitting on = 
stoop reading the county newspaper. e 
bed up to him, deliberately produced bis 
Pistol and shot him through the head. After

he went as delicerately home again. There 
no difficulty in discovering the murderer, 
and this time justice was strong enough to 
secure a verdict of imprisonment for life, 
and a short time ago the last of the Killian 
family was consigned to the Missouri Peni- 
tentiarv. 

The'story is a painful one, and in no degree 
above the level of a record of degrading and 
brutal ferocity, but it is not exceptional in 
its type, although extraordinarv, and the ob- 
server who studies the result of the war 
should not omit the examples of this sort of 
recklessness and savagery among arude and 
primitive people which were engendered by 
it, The case of the Killian family might very 
likely be more than paralleled in the border 
States, but it is the only one I know in which 
every male member of a family was a mur- 
derer, and as such it has been set down in an 
actual record of facts. 


A Horrible Pale.

There are new developments in the testi- 
mony before the Coroner’s jury at Sibley on 
the murder of John Lanahan. Anna 
daughter of the murdered man, confessed 
to-day that Maggie, her oldest sister, did the 
shooting of her father, and that she (Anna) 
afterwards went out doors and broke the 
light of glass to make it appear that the shot 
was fired through the window from the out- 
side. A young man named Birch is under 
arrest on suspicion as accessory to the crime. 
Public opinion is that further developments 
will implicate the wife of the murdered man. 
At the Coroner’s inquest to-day Maggie, the 
oldest daughter, confessed to the shooting of 
her father Saturday night. She also impli- 
cated her mother, her sister and Anna’s 
lover, Birch. Maggie says it was agreed 
between them all to put the old man 
out of the way. Birch furnished the 
revolver, which the old woman kept hid for 
six weeks previous to the murder, waiting 
for a chance. Lanahan had just returned 
from a farmer’s club-meeting, and was about 
to sit down and read, when Maggie stepped 
behind him and fired, killing him instantly. 
She then arranged the body in a way so as to 
appear asif some one shot him through the 
window, while her younger sister (Anna) 
went out and broke the window. Tbe old 
lady then took the revolver and hid it in. the 
hen-house, where it was found to-day in ac- 
cordance with Maggie’s statement. Birch is 
in jail in this place, and the old Woman and

ACROSS THE CONTINENT. 


A Grand Railway Line to Connect the 
Pacific and Atlantic. 


— 
An Enterprise That Asks for no Govern- 
ment Subsidies. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON CiTy, D. C. February 16, 
1882.—A syndicate of capitalists and promi- 
nent railroad men has recently been formed, 
with present headquarters in this city, for 


northern part of Mexico between the twen- 
ty-fifth and thirtieth parallels of latitude. 
The concession under which this corpora- 
tion was organized was granted by the Mexi- 
can Government, on the 13th day of June 
1881. The charter was formed under the 
laws of the State of Massachusetts, and pro- 
vides for a railway some twelve hundred 
miles in length. The main line is projected 
rom the harbor of Topolobampo, on the Gulf 
of California, to the Rio Grande River, in a 
northeasterly direction, passing through the 
States of Sinaloa, Chihuahua, and Coahuila, 
to Piedras Negras, opposite Eagle Pass, oa 
the Rio Grande. A branchis projected from 
a point on the main line, in the State of 
Chihuahua, to Presidio del Norte, on the 
Rio Grande. Another branch is projected 
from the main line north to Alamos,in the 
State of Sonora, and south to Mazatlan, ia 
the State of Sinaloa. 

The promoters of this scheme are ex- 
Secretary of the Treasury, Wm. Windom, 
chairman of the executive committee, with 
ex-Senator John B. Gordon, of Georgia, John 
H. Rice and Ben Hill as members of that 
committee. Frederick O. Prince is presi- 
dent; U. S. Grant, Jr., vice-president; Alex. 
H. Anderson, secretary; Albert K. Owen, en- 

ineer, and T. E. Sickies consu ting engineer. 

ep). F. Butler aud Wm. K. Rogers are ihe 
attorneys. Ex-Gov. John C. Brown general 
solicitor for the} Gould system of railroads, 
now of St. Louis, 18 spoken of as the perma- 
nent president of the corporation. ¢A party 
of Boston and New York capitalists is at the 
back of the enterprise. The deposit required 
by the terms of the grant has been made by 
the agent in Mexico, and Mr. Owne, the 
engineer, is now in the field with a party 
locating the line. The necessary capital has 
been guaranteed and paid in and the work of 
construction will commence at as early a day 
as practicable. | 

As a project this enterprise is not entirely 
unknown to the public, but the recent aspect 
it has assumed is quite new and now for the 
first time published. The road is known as 
the Texas, Topolobampo and Pacific Railroad 
and Telegraph Company,and will closely con- 
nect with the Texas system of railroads. By 
means of it St. Louis will have a direct and 
shorter line to the Pacific coast than by any 
of the other routes. 

Mr. Owen examined the harbor of Topolo- 
bampo while making a railway survey in 
1872, and subsequentiy prepared a bili pro- 
viding fora railway survey by the United 
States Government, which was reported upon 
favorably by the Senate and House Commit- 
tees on Pacific Railways of the Forty-fourth 
and Forty-fifth Congresses. The bill, how- 
ever, failed, because it was never reached on 
the calendar, and final action was never taken 
uponit. It having been determined to con- 
struct the road without Government aid, the 
present syndicate of capitalists was formed to 
place the enterprise in a practicable — 
The line of this road is parallel with no 
other projected lines, except such as are 80 
far away as not be capable of becoming, in 
any sense, rival lines. It passes through the 
richest mineral country of the world, and 
when completed will make accessible and 
productive, mines of silver and gold of in- 
estimable vaiue. The four Mexican States in- 
tersected by the main line and branches 
embrace an area of 273,294 miles, all of which 
vast country will be tributary to this road to 
a greater or less extent. Besides the rich 
goid and silver deposits in this region, there 
are immense fields of coal, and an abundance 
of iron and copper. Vast forests and an im- 
mense area of agricultural land are also 
embraced within its borders. 

In addition to the plan of the road as at 
present projected in Mexico, there is a pur- 
pose to combine with and perfect the Er- 
langer system of railroads in Georgia and to 
form a transcontinental line making an al- 
most direct route from Brunswick. Ga., on the 
Atlantic coast, to Topolobampo, on the Pa- 
cific coast. The distance from ocean to ocean 
by this route is 1,946 miles, and the interme- 
diate points touched by the projected line, 
commencing at the east, are Albany, Ga., 
Eufala, Montgomery,'Selma, Meridian, Vicks- 
burg, Monroe, Longview, San Antonio and 
Eagle Pass. The distance from St. Louis to 
Topolobampo harbor is 1,680 miles. The 
distance from St. Louis to San Francisco, by 
the way of Omaha and the Union Pacific, is 
2,338 miles. By the Southern Pacific, via El 
Paso. the distance from St. Louis to San 
Francisco is some 400 miles less than the dis- 
tance last named. 

The climate of Mexico, through which this 
projected route passes, is generally temper- 
ate, and its high elevation above the sea 
counterbalances the heat of other countries 
in like latitude. On the plains of the pla- 
teau, between 4,000 and 5,000 feet above the 
level of the sea, the climate is equable and 
moderate, both in summer and winter. The 
rainy season occurs during July and August. 
The harbor of Topolobampo is composed of 
two bays, forming a secure anchorage for ships, 
containing fifty-four miles of water area, with 
a depth of water over twelve miles square of 
from twenty-one to ninety feet. The two 
great basins composing this fine harbor are 
connected by the Strait of Joshua. The 
depth on the bar at low water is twenty-one 
feet, and the tide rises from four to six feet. 
The area of New York bayis only tweive 
and one-half square miles, which affords ac- 
commodation for the largest number of ships 
of any harbor in the worid. 

The site selected as the terminus of the 
railway is on the north side of the inner bay, 
and has a water front of seven and a hal: 
miles, with a width of about three miles. It 
is slightly elevated above the surrounding 
country, and has a sufficient height to insure 
good drainage. There is now no human habi- 
tation there, but the site is said to be un- 
surpassed by that of any of the large cities 
of the world. The inlets and harbors in 
the vicinity are filled with fish of all kinds, 
the taking of which would afford employ- 
ment and profit to a large nnmber of people, 
and at the same time provide suitable subsist- 
ence for the inhabitants. Besides the valuable 
fisheries the supply of the finest edible
